POPE. PIUS “XI. 


HIS is an age of biography, and, at 
ireguent imtervals, large and prosy 
volumes of recollections, ‘‘reminiscences’’ 
and '' personal letters ’’ are thrust upon 
the public. Even the quick are not 
exempt from this plague, and everyone of 
high position runs a grave risk of being 
‘ written up.” Occupying, perhaps, the 
most exalted position in the world, cer- 
tainly the most responsible, Achille 
Ratti, now Pope Pius XI., has been 
victimised, and if, as his biographers say, 
he is modest, retiring and sensitive, this 
book will prove highly offensive to him. 
The authors—neither Roman Catholics nor 
Anglicans—have taken upon themselves 
to depict the intimate life of an earnest 
and self-effacing Catholic prelate, lately 
raised to the most exalted position in 
Christendom. To write any biography is 
dificult work, but the writing of the life 
of a most retiring priest, who has only 
been “' before the public ” during the last 
ten years, 1s a thankless task. The 
consequence is that the authors have pro- 
duced a lengthy compilation of ‘‘ newsy ”’ 
scraps, extracts from various newspapers, 
badly joined together and _ laboriously 
‘‘ padded out,’’ plenteously studded with 
adjectives, and full of vague guessings, 
rhapsodisings, and much sickly senti- 
mentality. 

Obviously not theologians, they wander 
into the labyrinths of theology, where 
inevitably they come to grief. Infalli- 
bility is condemned, though the authors 
show by their subsequent writing that 
their knowledge of that doctrine is slight. 
They indulge in vague speculations of re- 
union, and the possibility that. England 
may become Roman Catholic: Moreover, 
their criticisms are not always. in good 
taste, as when they make an uncalled-for 
allusion to Wesleyanism as “a hreeding 
ground of mediocrity.”’ 

Towards the end, this work grows even 
more tedious, and spasmodic touches of 
ponderous humour lend an added weari- 
ness. There are lengthy accounts of cere- 
monies and lists of Papal decorations and 
officials of the Vatican. Yet, through all 
this matter, the real character of Pius 
appears occasionally, and we get an all 
too brief glimpse of a wise, kindly old 
man bearing- his heavy burden patiently 
and well, and showing tolerance to all 
sects and races, while he rules as a 
sovereign Pontiff until he shall be called 
to account by the God Whose representa- 
tive on earth he claims to be.

HE great difhculty that visits those 
who try to understand the modern 
developments in physical science lies in 
the fact that the layman knows so little 
of the ways of Nature. The simpler 
phenomena, which science has studied and 
from which modern physics start, is 
generally unknown.

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LEON TROTSKY. 


EW men of modern times have had 
a career so full of change and inci- 
dent as Leon Trotsky, the Jewish revolu- 
tionary—his real name is Bronstein—who 
began life in the humblest circumstances, 
rose to be the virtual dictator of All the 
Russias, and, having escaped the wrath 
of his former associates, found himself in 
exile, still a comparatively young man. 
Trotsky was to Lenin, roughly, what 
Michael Collins was to Arthur Griffith. 
Lenin was the thinker, the. idealist, the 
sea-green incorruptible. Trotsky was the 
man of action, the 
lighter, the ruthless 
suppressor of revolt 
against his rule, and 
the merciless enemy 
of those who would 
not .obey his com- 
mands without ques- 
tion. 

The story of 
Trotsky’s life makes 
interesting reading. 
He followed the usual 
course of the Russian 
‘evolutionary. Siberia 
and Switzerland were 
landmarks in his 
career, while he also 
visited England 
States. From his 
childhood, Trotsky, like most young 
Russian Jews, was a rebel. He had 
more intelligence than most of his con- 
temporaries, with the exception of Lenin, 
and the alliance between this child of the 
Ghetto and the Russian of gentle birth 
was one of the strangest in revolutionary 
history. The two men planned and plotted 
together for years. They knew that war 
would bring revolution to Russia, and 
determined that when the inevitable up- 
heaval came they should be on the spot to 
put into practice the anarchical theories 
which they had advocated for so long. It 
is a curious commentary on subsequent 
events that, during his stay in Switzer- 
land, Trotsky met Mussolini, who at that 
time was an even greater revolutionary 
than himself. 

There is romance and tragedy in the 
fulfilment of Trotsky’s hopes. He, Lenin 
and others were sent in a secret train by 
the Germans to Russia to bring about the 
notorious revolution of October. 1917. How 
that upheaval occurred, and its appalling 
consequences are well. known to everybody. 
Trotsky recounts the facts rather more 
objectively than one might have expected. 
His account of the negotiations at Brest 
Litowsk is especially interesting. There 
he came into conflict with General Hoff- 
man, Ludendorff’s envoy, ‘who rattled his 
sabre in true Prussian style, and for a 
time Trotsky was a hero in the eyes of 
the Allied peoples; for his speeches at 
Brest Litowsk, undoubtedly, were 
brilliant, and his subtle attacks on German 
policy were delivered with much. astute- 
ness. 

In fairness to Trotsky, it must be 
said that his book does not attempt to lay 
stress on his own achievements during 
this important period of European 
affairs. He always is ready to give the 
major credit to Lenin, whom he acknow- 
ledges te be his master, and the book is 
written in an admirably modest manner. 
Of course, it would be too much to expect 
that a man of Trotsky’s character could 
maintain an impartial attitude to the 
end. He becomes bitter when he discusses 
the intrigues of Stalin against him and 
his ultimate exile to Central Asia. Now 
he is on the island of Prinkipo, that 
picturesque little spot in the Sea of 
Marmora, whither Mr. Lloyd George and 
the late President Wilson were anxious to 
summon Trotsky and Lenin during the 
fateful days of the Paris Peace Congress 
in 1919. He has made several attempts 
to come to Europe; but so far no Govern- 
ment wants him. He is particularly 
cynical about the attitude of the British 
Government. Mr. George Lansbury, “he 
says, once proposed hia health and sang 
“ For He's a Jolly Good Fellow ” in his 
honour; now he has become a respectable 
Minister in Mr. Macdonald’s Government. 
Mr. and Mrs. Sidney Webb visited him 
in his exile; now Mr. Welsb has become 
Lord Passfield. . 
Trotsky is a man of striking, if way- 
ward, personality. His creation of the 
Red Army has been his most remarkable 
achievement; and there is no doubt that 
he has, or had, a will of steel. Now in 
his lonely. exile he is contemplating the 
results of Lenin’s crazy experiment. He 
tries to console himself for its failure by 
the thought that the German revolution 
that followed the Reformation and the 
French Revolution, must have seemed just 
as crazy to their coontemporaries. Yet 
Germans and Frenchmen to-day, of what- 
ever political belief they may be, regard 
these upheavals as the creators of their 
charters of freedom. Will the Russians 
of a hundred years hence take the same 
view? Trotsky has no doubt in the 
matter. Unhappily, the rest of the world 
holds a different opinion.

GREAT WAR IN WEST 
AFRICA. 


A? the beginning of the Great War, in 

1914. the aptly mitialled West 
African Regiment found itself detailed for 
service against the neighbouring German 
settlements. The first territory to be in- 
vaded was Togoland, the elongated strip 
of land between the Gold. Coast and the 
Frénch Protectorate of Dahomey. . Togo- 
land, after an abortive attempt on the part 
of the German authorities .to secure 
netitrality among the African possessions 
of the European Powers, was taken with- 
out any great show of resistance. Its main 
importance was that it poss.ssed a power- 
ful wireless station. 

The Cameroons proved a different pro- 
position ; for they were far more extended, 
and did not lend themselves to the ‘‘ end- 
to-end sweep ’’ method adopted in Togo- 
land. 

The method used here was an advance 
up the main river by a flotilla of small 
armed boats, hastily converted to war pur- 
poses out of astonishingly miscc!!aneous 
origins. A photograph is given of the 
“flagship ' of the attack: the Dreadnought. 
This vessel was an antique lighter, 
mounted with a large 6-inch gun. She 
appears to have been extremely effective, 
despite the fact that she blew herself 
almost out of the water whenever she 
fired. This clearing of the water-ways 
was the finish, for practical purposes, of 
German power in the Cameroons. 

This book is a delightful change after 
the series of sordid war books that we have 
suffered patiently during the last year. It 
does not stress the worst of the campaign, 
though by no means does it attempt to 
hide the fact that the worst was a 
sufficiently unpleasant worst. It is written 
by a man with a cheerful sense of humour, 
who is not prone to the morbid contempla- 
tion of his own worst impressions. 

Yet, if it is pleasant reading, it is also 
a good and simple account of a side of the 
War which is little known, and must be of 
special interest to a large number of 
people.

An Ingenious .Argument. 


I have just been reading (writes a 
correspondent) an account of what must 
have been one of the strangest legal cases 
that ever came into court. It occurs in 
the biography of the Earl of Halsbury, 
Lord Chancellor of England, who died im 
1921 at the age of ninety-eight. In a 
fight between two men one of them had 
severely bitten the other, and the aggressor 
was indicted with ‘‘ wounding with intent 
to do grievous bodily harm.” Counsel for 
the defence argued that this indictment 
could not be sustained, because the accused 
employed only the natural weapons of 
mankind, and the case under Common Law 
became, therefore, oné of ordinary assault. 
This position appeared to be quite sound 
when Lord Halsbury (then Mr. Hardinge 
Ciffard) rose for the prosecution. He 
admitted that if the prisoner had only 
used the natural weapons of mankind he 
would only be indictable for common 
assault, but he went on to produce 
evidence that the accused was wagging 
false teeth at the time of the he: 
'These,. he contended, were not the n@#iral 
weapons of mankind, and the prisoner 
might just as well haye used a dagger. 
The indictmént was successfully main- 
tained, and a conviction secured on the 
strength of this argument, 


Spoon Folk-lore. 


I have often heard it said that to drop 
a spoon is a sign that an altercation will 
speedily take place, but a new variation of 
this superstition has just come under my 
notice, On a recent afternoon a maid 
dropped a spoon at the tea-table and made 
no attempt to pick it up, though her 
mistress told her to do so. Without 
speaking the girl left the room, but soon 
returned with another maid, who picked 
up the spoon. The one who had dropped 
it then explained her reluctance to pick 
it up by saying that if she had done so 
she would ha¥e met with some dire mis- 
fortune. What connection there is between 
a dropped spoon and ill-luck I cannot 
fathom, but I incline to think that 
dropping brings the bad luck near, while 
the kindness of the intervening friend 
breaks the spell.

The forthcoming sale at Sotheby’s of the 
Robin Adair miniatures recalls the fact, 
writes a correspondent, that the hero of 
the famous ballad was a medical student 
in Dublin in the early part of the 
eighteenth century. Robert, or ‘‘ Robin “” 
Adair, got into difficulties when he was 
twenty-two, and sailed for Holyhead, 
where, finding himself penniless, he set 
out to walk to London. Fortune, low- 
ever, was at his side; for, on the way, he 
managed to rescue a wealthy widow from 
an overturned coach. The lady, in her 
gratitude, paid him a handsome fee, drove 
him to London, and gave him introduc- 
tions which paved the way to his success 
as a medical man. He eventually became 
surgeon to the Hospital for the Forces in 
Great Britain. It was while occupying 
the latter position that he sought the 
hand of Lady Caroline Keppel, daughter 
of the Earl of Albemarle, but the lady’s 
relatives would not allow her to marry a 
social inferior, as they considered Adair. 
She was kept on the move from one 
fashionable centre to another, so that her 
lover should have no opportunity of re- 
newing his addresses. It was at Bath 
that Lady Caroline wrote the celebrated 
ballad of “ Robin Adair,’’ which was sung 
some time afterwards by Tanducci at 
Ranelagh Gardens to the air of ‘‘ Eileen

| A Legend of the CWea-cup. 


The popular custom of tea-drinking 
reaches its ceremonial height in the Far 
East, The teacup is named by authority 
as being an underlying factor of Japanese 
history. In the fifteenth century a code of 
rules was drawn up in connection with 
the tea ceremony. The room used in its 
connection was to be small, bare and un- 
furnished. Social rank was to be tgnored, 
and frivolous or worldy conversation was 
forbidden. The essentials of the ceremony 
were, according to the great tea philo- 
sopher, Rikiu, to be “ Purity, peaceful- 
ness, reverence and abstraction.’’ To this 
gentle ritual, it is said, the Japanese owe 
their reputation as the most courteous 
nation in the world.. A _ supernatural 
origin attaches itself to the tea plant. 
The Buddliist saint, Daruma, on one 
occasion was overcome by sleep during his 
devotions. When he awoke, he was 
ashamed of his frailty, and taking a 
pair of scissors, he snipped off his 
offending lids and cast them away. These 
took root where they fell and in time 
produced a plant, the leaves of which were 
empowered to banish sleep from weary 
eyes.

In later life he became an Anglican 
clergyman, and he died in London about 
a quarter of a century ago. He published 
s book with the title, ‘‘ Tears and Rain- 
bows: or Heavenly Sunbeams on Harthly 
Shadows,’’ and was also the author of 
several odds and ends in verse. 


Where Masefield was Forgotten. 


When the new Poet Laureate re-visited 
the United States to renew his acquaint- 
ance with places which he had known in 
his straitened days in that country, he 
discovered some places which he had for- 
gotten, but where he was remembered. He 

found one important 
place that he remem- 
bered, but where he 
had been forgotten. 
That was in the New 
York bar, where he 
had once acted as 
bar-tender. 

When he visited 
New York he was 
received with honour 
everywhere except in 
that bar, which was 
m known as Luke 
tea O’Connor’s, in Green. 
Mr. J. Maserrerp. wich Village. On 
this visit ‘the Poet 
Laureate did not meet Luke himself, but 
when he was questioned about the visit 
afterwards by newspaper men Luke asked 
them how he could be expected to re- 
member “ all the lads he hired to help in 
the bar?” Nevertheless, very shortly 
after that visit the portrait of John Mase- 
field appeared in a prominent place behind 
the bar, and the place became a noted 
house for literary Bohemia until it was 

swept away by the Prohibition Law. 


“Chief Big Business.”

“Ghunder and Lighining. 


During summer, reports of 
having been killed by lightning, cause 
nervous persons needless worry. Light 
ning is dangerous in some circumstances, 
but there is no need to take elaborate 
precautions to avoid injury by it. It is 
commonly supposed to be unsafe to stand 
under a tree during a thunder storm. 
That is not true. Good protection from 
lightning is afforded by high trees, pro- 
vided one stands at least ten feet from 
the trunk. If lightning does happen to 
strike the tree, the flash will expend its 
force down the trunk, and it will thus be 
realised that the danger lies in leaning 
against the tree, or standing close to it. 
It is far more dangerous to stand in the 
Open, where the body serves as an attrac- 
tion for the charge of electricity. 
Sheltering under an overhanging rock is 
also unsafe, because the stone probably 
contains traces of metal that attract the 
flash. It is for that reason that lightning 
discharges more often over mountains 
than in valleys. When rain accompanies 
a thunder storm, the temptation is to put 
up one’s umbrella for protection from tha 
wet. That is not safe, for the metal ribs 
may act as a lightning conductor. 


Bless the Crash. 


If caught in a thunder storm when on 
a bicycle it is wise to dismount, and take 
shelter at least ten yards from the 
machine. I once saw a motor bicycle 
converted into a heap of scrap iron by a 
flash of lightning. The rider ‘was unin- 
jured because he had wisely dismounted, 
and taken shelter in a house. 

Many people, especially women, are 
more frightened by the clap of thunder 
than by the lightning flash. As, however, 
the thunder is the result of the discharge 
that causes a flash, it should be received 
with pleasure, because the harmful elec- 
trical discharge is past. Sheet lightning 
is of no consequence, because it is only the 
reflection of a distant flash of the forked 
lightning. It is the latter that causes 
injury, but it is a relief to remember that 
in this country the chances of being 
struck by lightning are about a million 
to one against. 


Wedding Cake. 


The receipt of a piece of wedding cake 
from a newly-married friend the other 
morning reminded me of a theory of the 
origin of this custom, which I heard some 
time ago. In the early days a bride was 
given a simple cake, made of plain flour, 
salt and water, and also received three 
grains of wheat to hold in her hand. 
These things were regarded as symbols of 
the nécessities of life, which it was hoped 
that the bride and bridegroom would 
always have in plenty. [ believe that 
the practice dates back to the time of the 
Romans, but the present form of cake was

ISE Companies Act, which has just 

been passed by the Northern Govern- 
ment, contains a clause that is calculated 
to accentuate the division of Ireland by 
proclaiming, in effect, that the Free State 
is outside the pale of Great Britain and 
the Six County area. This is Clause 94, 
and it relates to what is uired of com- 
panies established outside Northern Ire- 
land, but with branches in Northern 
territory. It provides that such concerns 
shall exhibit conspicuously on every place 
where they carry on business in Northern 
Ireland the name of the company, and 
the country in which it is incorporated. 
Similar information must be printed on 
all bill-heads and letter-paper, as well as 
in all notices, advertisements and other 
official publications of the company. 

One effect of the clause will be to cause 
inconvenience and additional office 
expenses to “ Free State ’’ firms and other 
‘foreign ’’ merchants and business houses. 
Irritating pin-pricks to our Southern 
neighbours was how Mr, T. J. Campbell, 
K.C., described it when the bill was before 
the Senate. The measure will not affect 
trade and commerce between North and 
South in the slightest degree. It simply 
gives politicians an excuse for flag-waving. 
When the bill was under discussion Mr. 
Campbell moved an amendment tc include 
the Free State on the same standing as 
Great Britain, which virtually meant that 
all Ireland and all Britain should be 
treated in the same way, but the amend- 
ment was rejected. 


A CURIOUS SITUATION. 


As there has been some misapprehension 
in regard to the scope and powers of the 
Act, it is, perhaps, as well that these 
matters should be explained. The law 
regarding Free State companies operating 
in Northern Ireland places them in much 
the same position—to use a homely illus- 
tration—as Free State eggs. They must 
be labelled. Curiously enough, in this 
same respect British law under the Con- 
solidation Act, Section 348, also labels 
Northern Ireland as ‘‘ foreign,’’ so far as 
the formation of companies is concerned. 

Mr. Campbell, K.C., in opposing the 
exclusion of the Free State from the pro- 
visions of the Act, pointed out that any 
Ulster company which established a place 
of business in England or Scotland since 
1929, or had a business there before that 
time, must conspicuously exhibit in the 
place of business in Great Britain the 
words “ Northern Ireland,” and must also 
put them on all bill-heads, letter-paper, 
and so forth. The position is identical] 
with regard to all companies in the Free 
State which do business in Great Britain, 
the net result being that, under the Con- 
solidation Act mentioned, the Northern 
companies and the Free State companies 
are in the same category so far as Eng- 
Jand and Scotland are concerned. 


HANDS ACROSS THE BORDER. 


Those members of the Belfast Harbour 
Board who paid a visit to Cork recently 
were delighted with the hospitality and 
cordial welcome that they received from 
their Southern hosts. At the meeting of 
the Belfast Harbour Board this week, 
Mr. R. E. Herdman, D.L., said that their 
stay in Cork was not only full of interest, 
but was also very instructive, because 
they had been able to see what was being 
done elsewhere, and to make compdrisons. 

The Board is composed entirely of 
prominent business men, who are not 
above taking a leaf out of the Southern 
book if they think it would prove bene- 
ficial to their own undertaking. Judging 
from the comments of those who travelled 
to the city on the Lee, they were much 
impressed by all they saw, and they have 
not hesitated to express their appreciation 
of the friendship shown to them on all 
sides. This was reflected in the vote of 
thanks passed to the Cork Commissioners, 
Sir Robert Baird, D.L., stating that their 
Southern colleagues were evidently alive 
to the necessity of keeping pace with the 
times, as shown in their reclamation of 
land and in other respects. Sir Samuel 
Kelly, D.L., who owns a large fleet of coal 
steamers, said that their experience in 
Cork was the finest in his lifetime, their 
hosts seéming to vie with one another as 
to who could be most attentive. Such 
pleasant foregatherings are certain to do 
good. 


A PROFITABLE UNDERTAKING. 


The trading concerns. of the Belfast Cor- 
poration all are doing well. Last week a 
successful year’s working of the gas under- 
taking was recorded, with the result that 
the manager’s salary was increased from 
£2,250 a year to £2,500. Now comes the 
information that the municipal transport 
services also show a big surplus on the 
twelve months’ operations. The total num- 
ber of passengers carried during the year 
was 112,558,349, an increase of 17,759,838 
over last year’s figures, while the miles 
run by the trams, without any addition to 
the rolling stock, were 8,496,561, as com- 
pared with 7,419,788 in 1928. The wages 
bill amounted to £274,862, an increase of 
£31,019. 

These figures are eminently satisfactory, 
bat, while much of the improvement is 
due to good management, it must be 
admitted that the converting of a serious 
loss a couple of years ago into a sub- 
stantial profit would not have been 
possible if the Corporation had not 
obtained a monopoly, through Government 
intervention, of the city’s transport ser- 
vices, the "buses of private companies 
being prohibited from plying for hire 
within the borough boundary. Perhaps 
the Corporation now will get along a little 
more expeditiously with its scheme of re- 
conditioning the old trams, some of which 
have reached a venerable age. The 
maximum fare from the city centre is two- 
pence, and it is interesting to learn that 
arrangements are being made to give a 
halfpenny maximum fare for children 
during the holidays, so that they may 
have the full benefit of country air and 
healthful surroundings.

DUBLIN SCHEME TO BE 
LAUNCHED TO-NIGHT, 


———— -

T am informed that at a special meetin 
of the Organising Committee, to be hel 
this evening, the finishing touches will 
be given to the arrangements for 
launching the first great sweepstake to 
be promoted under the Public Charitable 
Hospitals (Temporary Provisions) Bill, 
or, as it is called, the Sweepstakes Bill. 
The Chairman of the Committee in charge 
of the undertaking is Viscount Powers- 
court, and its members include Sir William 
Taylor, Dr. Myles Keogh, Dr. P. T. 
McArdle, Mr. Stapleton (solicitor), Mrs. 
M. Cosgrave, Miss ffrench-Mullen and 
Mrs. M. F. Cox. 

The Committee have selected the 
Manchester November Handicap as the 
race on which to run their first ‘‘ sweep, 
and already the statutory requirements 
necessitating the lodgment in bank of the 
security for the prize ‘money, etc., have 
been fulfilled, and the draft scheme has 
been sent to the Minister for Justice for 
his consent, and, it is hoped, his approval. 

I believe that the security lodged totals 
£50,000 and the first prize will be £10,000. 

The Committee hope to have the scheme 
returned with the Minister’s approval in 
time for this evening’s meeting and the 
scheme will then go ahead. 

It is intended to run four such sweep- 
stakes every years until the burden, which 
hangs heavily on the hospitals, is consider- 
ably lightened. Every hospital which 
announces its acceptance of the principle 
of the Act may take part in the scheme, 
sharing, proportionately, in the distri- 
bution of the profits. This acceptance has 
been’ declined by four of Dublin’s 
principal institutions, namely, the Royal 
City of Dublin, Adelaide, Mercer's and 
Rotunda, on the grounds, that to raise 
funds by a system of gambling is 
degrading, and that any money coming 
from such a source would be tainted. 
Many of the general public subscribe to 
this view, which was frequently expressed 
when the controversy between opposing 
parties was being carried on. 


CAMBRIDGE’S NEW 
CHANCELLOR. 


INSTALLATION OF MR. 
BALDWIN.

Mr. Baldwin yesterday was installed 
as Chancellor of Cambridge University, 
in succession to the late Lord Balfour, 
and after the ceremony honorary degrees 
were conferred on the Duke of Gloucester 
and other distinguished men. 

The customary celebrations were affected 
by the recent tragic shooting affair at 
King’s College. The usual procession was 
to have moved from King’s College, but 
yesterday it started from Gonville and 
Caius College instead. ' 

After his installation Mr. Baldwin said 
that Cambridge had been sorely in need 
of the immense sum of £1,179,000 for her 
buildings, her library, and her research 
work. The gift of £700,000 from the 
Rockefeller Foundation had been made 
available through the collection of a sum 
which was made a condition of the grant. 

Mr. Baldwin was given a tremendous 
ovation as he made his way in procession 
to the Senate House, and a like welcome 
was given afterwards to the recipients of 
honorary degrees, who included the Duke 
of Gloucester, General Dawes, Sir James 
Barry, Mr. Arthur Henderson, Professor 
Finstein, Lord Bridgeman, Mr, John 
Galsworthy, Professor Lascelles Aber- 
crombie, Lord Beauchamp, and Lord 
Sumner. 


OBITUARY.

MH. W. A. LOCKER, 


We regret to announce that Mr, William 
Algernon Locker died in London, after a 
long illness. Mr. Locker, who was in his 
sixty-seventh year, was Editor of the 
Irish Times from 1901 to 1907. Afterwards, 
on his removal to London, he continued to serve 
this journal until 1924 as its London Corres 
pondent. Soon after his return to London he 
began contributing to Punch, and his connec- 
tion with the celebrated weekly paper be- 
coming gradually closer, he was appointed 
its assistant-editor in 1915. In the next year 
he became responsible for the “Essence of 
Parliament,” a Punch feature which had 
been given its special character by Sir Henry 
W. Lucy; and he wrote it regularly for ten 
years, while remaining assistant-editor. 

Before coming to the editorial chair of the 
lrish Times, Mr. Locker, who was educated 
at Charterhouse and Merton College, Oxford, 
had had considerable experience of responsible 
work in journalism, He began on the literary 
staff of the Globe, and then went as assistant 
editor to TAe Graphic, of which his father, 
the late Mr. Arthur Locker, was editor. 
Then he edited the Globe for four years and 
the Morning Post for two years. The ap- 
pointment to the /rish Times followed after 
a brief interval. 

Members of the staff who were associated 
with him during his period in Dublin re- 
member him as a kindly and genial chief. 
Outside the office he was not widely known, 
having various quiet recreations of his own 
and no taste for public life. A keen cricketer, 
he played frequently for the /rish Times 
Cricket Club, 

The funeral will take place to-morrow to 
St. Anne s, Highgate.

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YES TERDAY IN DAIL EIREANN. 
SHANNON SCHEME'’s FURTHER: 
DEVELOPMENT. 
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RESULT OF INCREASED DEMAND 
FOR CURRENT. 
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ALLEGED ANARCHISTS ON THE 
ELECTRICITY BOARD. 


The SPEAKER took the chair at 3.7. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, in moving the second reading 
of the Electricity (Supply) (Amendment) Bill, 
1950, explained the meaning of certain 
sections, 

Section 9, he said, provided that the 
Electricity Supply Board was liable for rates, 
and had been liable for rates as if there had 
never been any question of the Board’s 
occupation by the State or occupation of a 
public nature. It also insuréd in the bill for 
all time to local authorities the payment of 
rates upon a valuation which was in force 
when the undertaking was acquired, or if 
acquired after the passing of the bill on a 
valuation in force on April Ist 1929. The 
Board, for: instance, would continue to pay 
rates on the Dublin Station on its valuation 
the same as if the Board had not acquired a 
new station. 

The exemption from rates was on the 
Shannon works, canal and power-house—on 
which rates never had been paid. Under the 
1927 Act, compensation was payable only 
when the Board issued an order closing a 
generating station. Under the bill. whether 
that order issued or not, compensation would 
be paid.

Mr. McGILLIGAN—Employment has by 
no means heen taken from them; they were 
never permanent, and are not permanent now. 
The opportunities of employment to these 
Staffs were not diminished: they were 
increased. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the compensation 
clauses in reference to loss of employment 
were too rigid and harsh. Whéere a man’s 
employment was lost owing to the operation 
of the scheme, there should be reasonable 
compensation. 

KILLALOE FISHERMEN. 

Mr. HOGAN (Lab., Clare) referred to the 
cast of the fishermen of Killaloe, whose fie! 
of employment had not only been ‘‘ narrowed 
or restricted,’’ but their occupation entirelv 
destroyed. The Minister had compensate 
the riparian owners, but he could not con. 
pensate these fishermen. I'he Minister ought 
to consider their claims, and also the position 
of the Clare ratepayers, who would get no 
advantage from the presence of the Shannon 
works in their county. 

In reply to Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork 
Borough), Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the 
amount of rates for which the Electricity 
Supply Board would be liable under the bil! 
would be £60,000 or £70,000. 

Mr. de VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that 
the Minister’s attitude towards the Killaloe 
fishermen was unjustifiable. On the Com. 
mittee. stage they would test the sense of 
justice of the House on the matter. 

CLARE COUNCIL’S CLAIM. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that deputies mus: 
know that there was under consideration by 
the Board the question of agreements with 
ali the unauthorised undertakings in the 
country. They might be dealt. with in one 
block, or it might he necessary for the 
Minister for Finance to grant them within 
that particular half-year more fhan the 
£400,000 which, under the old legislation, 
he was empowered to grant. 

He did not agree that there was any in- 
justice done to the Clare County Council by 
reason of the charges put on it as a result 
of the scheme. ‘The big factor was that one 
and three-quarter million pounds in three 
years was eapended in the vicinity of County 
Clare and County Limerick in wages, and the 
benefits that had accrued to those two areas 
had been such as to compensate them far 
mote for any deficits there might be in the 
rates by reason of the small amount of agri- 
cultural land rateable in their areas taken 
away for the purpose of the canal. 

There was no question of repentance what- 
ever in the bill. There was a question of 
avoiding legal action, which, he thought, 
would have oniy one result, but which, while 
securing the result he desired, would pile up 
costs which would have to be paid by the 
electricity consumers. He wanted to save 
them that cost 

As to Killaloe fishermen, they were only 
exercising the right that could be exercised 
by any other members of the public. Why 
should they pay compensation to these people 
and not pay compensation to the innumerable 
carters all over the country who would have 
their field of er.ployment lessened by reason 
of the fact that coal supplies would be 
diminished. because of the Shannon scheme. 
As far as the cereral principle was concerned 
| the case was against. these people.

Mr. O'CONNELL (Lab., Mayo 5.), in 
Supporting the amendment,, said that year 
after year demands had been made for special 
consideration for the small income-tax payers.

do so and maintain the revenue. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that this matter had 
been specially pressed since 1927, but it 
happened that since then there had not been 
a possibility of giving actual remission of 
taxation, He had repeatedly stated that if 
they found themselves in a position to give 
remission of taxation, whatever sum could be 
made available would be devoted to this pro- 
posal, and he adWered to that. 

Mr. MacENTEE moved an amendment to 
add to Sub-Section 3 the words. ‘* provided 
always that no income tax, corporation profits 
tax, surtax, or excess profits duty, shall be 
assessed, Jevied, or collected in respect of any 
income or profits in any accounting period 
prior to the 6th December, 1922.” 


 PROFITEERS. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour) opposed ihe 
amendment. He said that excess profits were 
made by the. worst type of profiteer—-the 
war proliteer. “his proposal meant that the 
man who was honest enough to make his 
returns, and paid-up when he could, was not 
to be considered at all, but consideration was 
lo be gtven to the individual who had sur- 
ceeded up to the present in '' bilking ” the 
revenue, 

Mr. BLYTHE said that nothing had been 
said that would justify the amendment, and 
a thought that they must ve rejected, 
ecause they would work anu injustice between 
one citizen and another. ‘There was some 
contusion in Deputy MacEntee’s mind abot 
the question of arrears. When he (the 
Minister) spoke about arrears he meant 
' @ssessed arrears,’’ and that assessed arrears 
were running dry. lake the question cf 
assessed arrears since 1923-24. ‘They had 
cei.ected income tax in 1923, or previously. 
amounting to £5,.607.000, and there was due 
still £100,000 of arrears. ‘hey had a large 
nuniber of people whose income tax was not 
collected by the British. but from whom the 
ree State Government had collected it. It 
would be doing a great injustice to those who 
had paid since the establishment of the State 
that they should again be asked to pay for 
those who had not paid. During the coming 
year they hoped collect £80,000, and that 
would not be collected if these amendments 
were passed. 

CASES OF FRAUD. 

teferring to accounts sent in the Minister 
said that there were accountants who assisted 
clients to defraud the revenue authorities. 
Uther accountants were indifferent, but would 
not stand up against the wishes of their 
clients, whilst there were others who told 
their clients to pay their taxes, and not Le 
monkeying about it. 

Mr. MURPHY (Indpt.,- Dublin County) 
asked the Minister if there was any way of 
coming at those accountants who prepared 
false returns for their clients and sent them 
in to the Department.

He 
mentioned that it was Éageimiea in the bill 
that the Manager should attend the Council 
or Committee, and give such advice and 
assistance as wou'd be reasonably required of 
him, and “ arrange for the attendance of such 
officers of the Corporation as sa | be neces- 
sary. ‘The sáil hsenl proposed to substi- 
tute the words, '' as the Council shall con- 
sider necessary. , 

Mr. MULCAHY. after discussion, pointed 
out that by bringing into operation Section 
58 the Council might order the Manager to do 
certain things, and if the Manager declined 
to bring in the engineer when the Council was 
discussing a big engineering project they, by 
the operation of this section, could compel him 
to produce the engineer or any other im- 
portant official, He wanted to safeguard 
the Manager in his control over 
the staff, and any change in that section 
would undermine his control. He could not 
imagine the Manager to be so unreasonable 
as to refuse to produce an officer of the Cor- 
poration if he were required at a Council 
ineeting. 

The amendment was lost. 

MONEY FOR DECORATIONS. 

Mr. FARREN moved a new section, wl ich 
was adopted, providing that a two-thirds vote 
of the Council might authorise the expendi- 
ture by the Corporation of moneys on the 
decoration of the city for occasions of public 
rejoicing, or for other appropriate occasions ; 
the aggregate amount to be expended in this 
way in any local financial year not to exceed 
a sum equivalent to a rate of one penny in 
the £ of the rateable valuation of the city. 


MANAGER AND COUNCIL. 

Mr. JOHNSON proposed an amendment 
providing that ‘no order made under Section 
101 for the adoption of the existing private 
Acts should come into operation unless, and 
until, it had been laid before each House of 
the Oireachtas and approved by a resolution 
of each House. 

Mr. MULCAHY opposed the amendment, 
and pointed out that ‘ts adoption would 
throw a Jot of unnecessary work on the Minis- 
try and the officials of the Department. The 
orders would “really harmonise existing 
Statutes obtained by the different authorities 
which were being incorporated as the new 
Dublin Corporation under the hill. They 
were in no sense legislative enactments. 

Several Senators stated that the Minister 
was given power under the section to amend 
existing Statutes, and claimed that such 
' amendments should be done in a regular way 
by resolution of both Houses approving the 
orders. 

The amendment was carried by 16 votes 
to 12,

he found a number of pots with 1obsters on 
board, | 

Jean Kerdeaux, defendant, said that, 
according to his idea, he was outside the 
three-mile limit. 

After legal argument the Justice fined the 
defendant £10, ordered the forfeiture ol 
the sixty-three lobster pots, together with 
nine Jobsters, three crayfish and twelve crabs 
found aboard, and ordered the detention ol 
the vessel until the fine was paid.

LAW REPORTS. 
BARONSTOWN ESTATE. 


DRAG-NET CLAUSE OF A DEED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
action relating to the Baronstown estate, Co. 
Westmeath, in which Victor M. C. Malone, 
of 20 Earisfort terrace, Dublin, claimed, as 
against Henry Anthony P. Malone, of 
Tristernagh Abbey, Westmeath, and, by 
order, the Public ‘l'rustee, and Patrick R. F. 
Malone, an infant, an ifiquiry as to what 
lands, premises and investments put in settle- 
ment by a settlement of the 9th May, 1867, 
were not disentailed and resettled by a settle- 
ment of the 27th July, 1898, and what lands 
and tenements comprised in the settlement of 
1£67 and the resettlement of 1898 had been 


sold. 
DESCRIPTION OF LANDS. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in the course of an 
extensive judgment, said that the residue of 
the Baronstowu estate, portion of which had 
been sold to pay off incumbrancers, had been 
disentailed by an indenture of the 9th May, 
1867, and resettled by an indenture of the 
same date. In these deeds there was a very 
lengthy specified description of the parcels, 
NA 4 this specified description was followed 
by a drag-net description in the following 
words :—‘‘ And all and every other lands 
forming pcrtion of the sad Baronstown 
estate now remaining unsold.”’ 

In the year 1896 the lands were again dis- 

entailed and resettled by an indenture dated 
the 27th July, 1928. In these deeds the 
description of the lands was, word for word, 
the same as that in the deeds of 1867, except 
that the drag-net description at the end was 
cmitted, probably by oversight. The con- 
sequence was that, whatever lands forming 
crtion of the Baronstown estate which were 
rought into the settlement of 1867 only by 
virtue of the drag-net description, were sub- 
ject only to that settlement, and not to the 
settlement of 1898. 

The plaintiff was tenant in tail in posses- 
sion under the settlement of 1867, but only 
tenant for life under the settlement of 1898. 
Accordingly, as he could disentail, he was 
interested in making out that as large a 
portion as possible of the Baronstown estate 
was covered by the drag-net description, and 
he, in fact, claimed that several important 
denominations which he had set out in answer 
to the defendants’ motion for particulars, 
including the Baronstown division, were com- 
prised only in the drag-net description. 


FUNDS IN SETTLEMENT. 

The first branch of the case was concerned 
with this contention, and the second branch 
was concerned with certain funds, which were 
also the subject of both settlements, and with 
the settlement of 1869, which corrected some 
mistakes in the settlement of 1867. The 
plaintiff contended that these funds bore an 
equitable impress of realty, and that he was

tenant in tail of them under the settlement of 


the disentailing deed of 1898. and so not 
affected by the resettlement of that date. 

As to the plaintiff's contention in respect 
of the lands, his lordship had, first of all, 
no difficulty in deciding that the specific 
description in the deeds of 1898 comprised 
precisely the same parcels as those in the 
deeds of 1867. The description in the deeds 
of 1898, as might be seen by comparison 
with the Ordnance Survey map, was not a 
modern description, and was taken verbatim 
from the deeds of 1867. So, it must be 
taken, not as a description of the lands as 
known in 1898, but of lands as formerly 
known. 

Hence the only question in respect of the 
lands was what was comprised in the drag- 
net clause of the deed of 1867. “We may,” 
said Mr. Justice Meredith, ‘‘ all be hurled 
inte eternity and the last trumpet sound 
without’ anyone being able to tell with 
certainty whether the drag clause in Malone’s 
settlement comprised anything or nothing.” 

Having referred to the main sources of 
information in the present case, and cited 
authorities relating to the determination of 
questions where doubt existed about what was 
included in a drag-net clause, Mr. Justice 
Meredith said that it was obvious that the 
plaintiff's contention that the drag-net clause 
was intended to comprise severa! denomina- 
tions of land which were all known to have 
formed part of the Baronstown estate was 


claimed by the plaintiff, he must hold that 
the plaintiff's case had failed. 

Regarding rents claimed by the plaintiff, 
Mr. Justice Meredith said that he did not 
see - hy he should not give the plaintiff a 
ceclaration that neither Potterton’s rents nor 
Decies’s rents were included in the dis 
entailing deed, 8nd give liberty to apply. 


CASE THAT FAILED. 

Dealing with the second branch of the 
“case, concerning the funds, Mr. Justice 
Meredith said that he was of opinion that 
the plaintiffs’ claim that the larger portion 
of the furids were not captured by the settle- 
mens of 1898 entirely failed. The plaintiff 
was claiming very substantial benefits under 
the settlement of 1898, and he could not 
claim both under and against the settlement. 
The whole question as regards. the funds 
could be disposed of on that ground, which, 
however, did not touch the plaintiff's claim 
against the lands, for his contention as 
regards these were that they were entirely 
outside the settlement. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that, having 
regard to all the circumstances, he would 
make the costs of all parties payable out of 
the funds in the hands of the trustees.

AUGMENTATION OF LIVINGS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The hearing of the summons brought by the 
Representative Body of the Church of Ireland 
for the determination of questions relating to 
the Boulter Trust Fund was concluded. The 
plaintiffs asked the Court to determine 
whether the augmentation of livings out of 
the Boulter Trust Fund was to be discon- 
tinued or diminished, if the value of the living 
together with the augmentation exceeded a 
specified annual value; and whether a sum of 
£19,056, representing the balance of the fund, 
was applicable to such rn Sey for the benefit 
of the Church of Ireland as the plaintiffs, 
under the direction of the General Synod, 
should think fit, or was subject to the trusts 
affecting the fund under Statutes of George 
II., George III., and William IV. 

The defendants were: The Rev. H. C. Cave, 
Malahide; the Rev. G. W. O'Callaghan 
Millington, Portadown; the Right ev. 
Robert Miller, Waterford; and the Rev. J. 
M. Cullimore, Calary, Kilpedder. 

The arguments having concluded, 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he regarded 
this case as a case of very great importance, 
indeed, and he could not think of deciding it 
without considering all! the matters involved 
in it very, carefully.

North and South. 


Our Special Correspondent in Belfast 
explains to-day the terms of the new Com- 
panies Act of Northern Ireland, some of the 
clauses of which have an important bear- 
ing on the operations of Free State firms 
in the Six Counties. Hitherto companies 
that are registered in the Saorstat have 
been able to trade in Northern Ireland, 
and to establish branches in Belfast, with- 
out any difficulty ; but under the terms of 
the new Act this privilege will cease. The 
effect, of the Act is virtually to declare 
that the Free State is a “foreign ” 
country. In future every Southern firm 
tht does business in the North will be 
compelled to exhibit conspicuously on its 
premises an announcement that it is in- 
corporated in the Saorstát, just as if it 
wero a French or German concern. Iis 
place of origin must be printed on all its 
bill-heads, letter paper, notices, advertise- 
ments and official publications of every 
kind. When the bill was being discussed 
in the Northern Parliament Mr. T. J. 
Campbell, K.C., urged the acceptance of 
an amendment whereby, for the immediate 
purposes of the measure, the Free State 
would have been treated as an integral 
part of the United Kingdom. This amend- 
ment, however, was defeated, and all Free 
State companies that have branches in the 
North now must comply with the full 
terms of the Act, unless they choose to 
register themselves in Belfast and pay the 
additional stamp duty. As our Corre- 
spondent remarks, Free State companies 
henceforward will be like Fr. State eggs— 
they must be stamped as “foreign.” This 


anomalous condition of affairs is an inevit- 


able result of the partition of Ireland. 
In a sense it is nobody’s fault; yet, in 
fact, it is the fault of everybody who has 
acquiesced in the mutilation of this little 
island. 

Even the late W. &, Gilbert never 
conceived a more fantastic idea than 
the suggestion that Dublin and Belfast, 
Enniskillen and Londonderry, Newry and 
Dundalk are ‘foreign’’ to one another. 
The border that has been drawn between 
the two Irish States has no justification 
either in economics or in common-sense. 
It is a purely arbitrary line, which was 
devised to pander to the prejudices of 
politicians; and it has pleased nobody. 
We do not blame the Northern Govern- 
ment because it has used its legislative 
powers to treat Free State companies as 
*‘foreign’”’ concerns. The Government of 
the Saorstát has gone even farther. Every 
tariff that it imports 


has levied on 


| applies to goods from Northern Ireland. 


It is true that exporters in the Six-County 
area are conceded the privileges of imperial 
preference ; but, to all intents and purposes, 
Belfast is as remote from Dublin as San 
Francisco, Apart from Great Britain, 
Northern Ireland and the Free State are 
each other’s most lucrative customers. 
Trade across the border is very consider- 
able, in spite of the way in which it is 
being hampered by foolish regulations on 
both sides; for people always are wiser 
than their Governments, and the people 
of Ireland refuse to, recognise partition in 
business affairs. The border restrictions 
are merely irksome and provocative, They 
really serve no useful purpose, and, if they 
should be removed to-morrow, nobody 
would be a penny the worse, while 
thousands would rejoice. 

Permanent partition of our ‘island never 
Was contemplated by anybody, and it is 
safe to say that very few Irishmen of any 
political creed would have allowed the 
experiment to be made unless they had 
believed that the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity would be taken.to bring about some

form of unity between North and South, 


Irish States. On the contrary, neither 
State has hesitated to promote laws that 
have alienated the other. The Free State 
has taken the fullest advantage of its in- 
dependence to banish from the twenty-six 
counties every vestige of British tradition. 
Even the very pillar-boxes have been used 
as symbols of anti-imperial spirit. In the 
North Viscount Craigavon’s Government 
has bound itself more and more closely to 
Great Britain, and the two States are de- 
veloping in diametrically opposite direc- 
tions. We refuse to believe that this 
tendency is inevitable.. Admittedly, the 
unity of Ireland cannot be achieved in a 
year—possibly, indeed, not even in ten 
years ; but something can be done to keep 
the door open. There are a hundred and 
one non-contentious matters of common 
interest between North and South on 
which a joint policy might be adopted. 
The tourist traffic is one of them; the 
fisheries problem is another; transport is 
a third. Once again may we remind both 
Governments that they pledged themselves 
by a solemn agreement in 1925 to meet 
from time to time to discuss matters of 
this kind? The Northern Companies Act 
drives a further nail into the coffin of 
Irish unity, and we are convinced that 
such a measure never would have been 
passed into law if the two Governments 
had been in regular consultation. 


The Countryside’s Charm. 


The growth of respect for the tiny, 
but beautiful, things of Nature is, in its 
way, as true a test of progress as an 
international covenant, We rejoice that 
the Wild Birds’ Protection Bill, 1929, has 
passed through both Houses of the 
Oireachtas, and has become law. Hence- 
forth it will be a punishable offence to 
export wild birds or to entrap them by 
the use of bird-lime—a practice which 1s 
no less frequent than it is deplorable. 
Now that the Free State Government has 
shown its willingness to lend an ear to 
those who advocate the preservation of 
beautiful things, we would call its atten- 
tion to another matter—the protection of 
flowers from destroying hands. Butter- 
cups and daisies are little things, but 
the glory of an Irish mountainside in 
Spring, when the ground is carpeted with 
the tiny flowers, is a sight that may ..vt 
be forgotten. Here in Ireland we are 
comparatively free from the menace ‘at 
afflicts many of England’s fairest places— 
the menace of organised “wild flower 
drives.” Such is the lure of wid flow.:s 
that motor-coaches provide special ex- 
cursions, in the course of which they 
stop to enable their passengers to “ pick 
flowers.” It is hard to condemn the 
practice entirely; for a love of flowers is 
anything but ignoble, and not a few 
English houses stand in sore need of a 
little brightening. Yet, as The Times 
observes, these blossoms seldom reach the 
dark rooms for which they are intended. 
They grow sticky in the hand, are tossed 
aside, and a pleasant field has been de- 
nuded to no purpose. Against such 
spoliation there is no remedy save in the 
public conscience. Certain spots, it is 
true, can be set aside as national pre- 
serves, and their amenities can be secured 
by law, but to prohibit the plucking of 
flowers in public places would be a 
reaction to the medieval. In England a 
society exists for the protection of wild 
flowers and plants, which has obtained 
permission to establish a wild flower 
sanctuary in the East End of London. 
Thus one spot will be immune from 
desecrating hands, and the East End will 
be the brighter for it. In Ireland 
the need for preservation is not so great, 
but it exists. Cultivated flowers are in 
safe keeping ; for heavy are the penalties 
that assail him who ventures to despoil 
the public Only a 
reverence and a finer appreciation of love- 
liness save the humbler_ wild 
blossoms, and, therein, our beauty spots.

The Irish. 


Truly the Irish are the best publicists 
of the world. On Epsom Downs, during 
the running of the Derby, loyal sons and 
daughters of Erin were heard extolling the 
merits of their country and stimulating 
interest by a graphic description of the 
Irish coinage. In a world of sport all 
things sporting were grist to their mill. 
The salmon on the florin, the horse 
on the half-crown, and the wood- 
cock on the farthing, all were used 
as an allure, and it would be pro- 
fane to suppose that this appeal fell 
altogether upon deaf ears. We may 
criticise our countrymen for many weak- 
nesses, but we must admit that they, above 
all other peoples, are able to make the best 
of Ireland in the field of propaganda. This 
characteristic deserves the highest praise ; 
for in the Irishman it is instinctive. Not 
only has it enlisted the sympathy of trans- 
Atlantic millions, but it has compelled 
Britons across the Channel to believe a 
legend rather than what, to them, might 
have appeared to be a fact. In this 
precious ointment only one fly exists. The 
active principle—we borrow a chemical 
term—of Irish propaganda does not bear, 
in many respects, a true relation to official 


Irish outlook, All critics are liable to 


“stage ' representation. John Bull, full 
of beef and beer in quasi-graphic litera- 
ture, connotes England; a queer object in 
a stove-pipe hat and flowing satin tie be- 
speaks France. No doubt, these carica- 
tures are technically insulting, but neither 
country minds. Unfortunately, any refer- 
ence to the “ stage” Irishman—who, 
indeed, in some respects was a pleasant 
fellow—causes ill-feeling. This attitude is 
foolish, and its translation into action 
hampers the work of those Irishmen 
abroad, who are loud in their country’s 
praises. Most jests anent Scottish mean- 


Ireland must recapture that sense of 
humour which so often has stood her in 


good stead. 


St. . Kilda. 


Lately various newspapers have brought 
the woes of St. Kilda before us. From 
time to time, the crises that have assailed 
the inhabitants of this remote island have 
agitated the transient emotions of those 
more fortunate people whose daily break- 
fast is assured. These comfortable folk 
have wondered, not unnaturally, why the 
people of St. Kilda were content to remain 
in their ill-provided fastness. The island 
lacks, with one exception, all medical 
amenities. A single nurse, whose name 
ought to be inscribed on that greatest of 
all rolls of honour—namely, that which 
records the unselfish devotion of the 
ordinary—ministers to the needs of thirty- 
five people, whose diseases are infinitely 
various and are rendered more intense by 
the severity of the conditions. At last, 
however, most of the islanders have 
expressed their willingness and desire 
to be removed to the mainland. We 
trust that this wish will be met 
by the authorities, and that, in a 
few years, St. Kilda will know only the 
sea birds and the tourist. Regarded pro- 
portionately to the population of a 
country, this matter may be small. - Yet, 
in the Free State the problem of its 
Western islanders is not wholly trifling. 
We might prefer, selfishly, on romantic 
grounds, that they be allowed to persist 
in their determination to live out their 
uncomfortable lives in the homes of their 
forefathers. The meagre population of 
the Free State, however, demands other- 
wise. Although the surrender of cherished 
traditions is a serious thing, we hope that 
the Government of Saorstát Eireann will 
not be blind to the example of St. Kilda. 


CHANNEL TUNNEL 
SCHEME. 


OPPOSED BY BRITISH 
GOVERNMENT. 


-- 


The Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald), in the House of Commons yester- 
day, announced that the decision of the 
Government was against the Channel 
tunnel. He added that a statement of the 
reasons which led to this decision would 
be circulated as a White Paper. 

Mr. Churchill—I suppose that this 
announcement as to the views of the 
Government in no way abrogates the 
undertaking given that the whole matter 
shall be referred to a debate and a free 
vote of the House. 

The Prime Minister denied that he had 
given any such undertaking. The Govern- 
ment; however, were willing to give every 
facility for discussion if a day were asked 
for in the ordinary way. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain asked whether 
the discussion would take the form of a 
vote of censure on the Government; 
because, he added, some of us find our- 
selves in agreement with the decision 
which the Government has come to. 

The Prime Minister replied that he was 
aware of the division of opinion on the 
subject in both Labour and Conservative 
Parties. He was not sure about the 
Liberal Party. ‘‘ It would be an abuse, ' 
he added, ‘‘ if I insisted or arranged that 
if the question is to be put to this House 
it should be put in the nature of a vote 
of censure on the Government. (Hear, 
hear.) That certainly will not be done.’’ 

Mr. Fenner Brockway (Labour, Leyton 
East) wanted to know whether military 
reasons had prevented this facility from 
being given. 

The Speaker reminded Mr. Brockway 
that the Prime Minister had promised a 
debate on the subject, and, he added, we 
had better wait for that. 

At the offices of the Channel Tunnel 
Company, Limited, yesterday, it was 
announced that no statement in regard to 
the Government’s decision would be made 
until after the publication of the White 
Paper. 

Sir William Bull, Chairman of the 
Channel Tunnel Parliamentary Com- 
mittee, expressed disappointment at the 
Government’s decision, but said that he 
would continue his efforts, and was 
“ positive that the tunnel would come one 
of these days.”

A Marshal's Memorial. 


Several thousand peepee watched the 
unveiling of Marshal Foch’s memorial 
statue outside Victoria Station this 
morning. Every window looking on the 
scene was occupied, while the giant steel 
skeleton of a building thi. overlooked the 
garden containing the statue also held 
many spectators. The ceremonial was 
simple, except for the fact that the 
soldiers present were in full dress 
uniform. The Prince of Wales wore the 
scarlet of the Welsh Guards, and near 
him stood the Duke of Connaught, 
Prince Arthur of Connaught, Mr. 
Lloyd George, Lord Jellicoe, M. Fleuriau, 
Madame Foch, with her two daughters ; 
a number of British officers of high rank, 
and several military representatives from 
France. The Prince, on his arrival, 
walked straight over to the spot where 
Madame Foch and her daughters stood, 
and took her hand while he talked to her 
for some minutes. Shortly afterwards the 
Prince gave a tug at the great gold cord 
which hung below the state. The 
Tricolour and Union Jack enclosing 1$ 
fell apart and revealed the statue, while 
the “Last Post” was sounded by the 
band of. the Scots "Guards. The cere- 
monial, though simple, was most 1m- 
pressive. 


Unemployment. 

Tt was announced to-day that there 
would be a great conference on sag, ab 
ment in the London Guildhall on June 
17th, when the representatives of the 
Government would meet members of local 
authorities from all parts of the country. 
At a meeting of the Corporation to-day, a 
letter was read from Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, saying that the Government 
had been surveying with anxiety the 
amounting figures of unemployment and 
wean anxious to consult with  lecal 
authorities about further measures which 
might be taken to deal with the problem. 


He asked for the use of the Guildhall, - 


and requested the presence of the Lord 
Mayor to welcome the delegates. The 
Corporation acceded to both requests. 


The Ulster Tourist Trophy. 


A team of three O. M. cars has been 
entered on behalf of Scuderia Fronteras 
for the R.A.C. Tourist Trophy Race in 
Ulster on August 23rd next. The cars are 
in the 3-litre class, and comprise the 
second official team entered from Italy for 
this event. Particulars and the seating 
plan of the Grand Stand now have been 
issued. -The stand will be in the same 
oosition as last year, but it will be en- 
Mad to accommodate 2,500 people. All 
seats will be numbered and reserved. The 
stand will be roofed, and the view from 
all seats will be improved considerably by 
an increase of the ‘‘ rake.’’ Additional 
gangways will be provided, and the 
approach footbridge will be widened. “The 
stand will command an uninterrupted view 
of the replenishment pits, scoring boards, 
and nearly a mile of the course, and will 
be equipped with loud-speakers for the 


transmission of news. 


The Weather. 


A number of officials of the Weather 
Department of the Air Ministry sat in con- 
ference to-day to endeavour to draw up a 
forecast about the weather that may be 
expected at Whitsuntide. To-day'd 
brilliant sunshine and cloudless skies 
greeted them as they met, but they were 
not prepared to commit themselves until 
all the possibilities had been discussed 
fully. After a lengthy review of the situa- 
tion it was agreed that the present fine 
weather, possibly, might last. From nearly 
all quarters there are reports of cloudless 
skies and good “‘ visibilities,’’ and there 
is little or no cloud at present from the 
Wash right across to Pembroke, though 
further North there is a little. The 
prospects generally for the continuance of 
fine weather are quite good, but those for 
Whitsuntide cannot be published until the 
experts have had a further conference. 


Flowers in the House. 


Mr. Lansbury, the First Commissiones 
of Works, has accepted the suggestion that 
he might brighten up the Houses of 
Parliament with a display of blossoms 
culled from the public parks, and this will 
take effect after the Whitsuntide recess, 
When the members return to the House of 
Commons they will find bow|s of flowers in 
the rooms which they use for reading, writ- 
ing and tea. It does not seem certain if 
Mr. Lansbury intends to decorate the mora 
mublic apartments, though some of tha 
Lobbies and corridors would be all the 
brighter for a little floral decoration. I 
is certain, however, that flowers will not 
be allowed in the Chamber, and members 
will have to be satisfied with the verbal 
bouquets so infrequently handed across 
the floor of the House. 


British Finance. 


A criticism of the British policy of 
deflation, and the claim that it has 
affected world trade, are contained in the 
monthly review of the Midland Bank, 
which was issued to-day. “ If Britain’s 
policy tends towards deflation,’”’ it says, 
“a heavy weight is placed upon the world 
price level. If Britain’s policy tends 
towards a ‘ shortage’ of gold—a purely 
imaginary, non-physical scarcity in these 
days of managed money systems—then a 
shortage is likely to develop. In these 
conditions we cannot evade responsibility 
entirely for the downward trend of prices, 
The world is staggering under the 
pressure of deflation, largely because 
Britain has pursued a restrictive mone- 
tary policy. The regular expansion of 
money supplies which must be under. 
taken if trade is to be active and the 
price level stable has not been permitted. 
As a consequence, British prices, and 
with them the world level of prices, have 
tended steadily downward.”’ 


The Schneider Trophy. 


Entries for the Schneider Trophy 
Race, which takes place in the summer 
of next year, close at the end of next 
month, and it is uncertain what 
challenges will be received. France is 
regarded as an unlikely competitor, and 
there is doubt about an entry from the 
United States, but a challenge from Italy. 
is considered certain. It is reported that 
the Soviet Government has an eye on tha 
race, and that inquiries regarding tha 
latest type of fast seaplanes are being 
made by Russian agents; but nothing is 
known in London concerning definite 
orders. Italy is taking a keen interest in 
the development of speedy seaplanes, and 
it is suggested in Rome that the race 
might be‘held in Italian waters, owing 
to the more settled weather conditions 
there. No official proposal to that effect, 
however, has been made.

MYSTERY OF DIFFERING 
NUMBERS. 

Up to a late hour last night the mystery 
as to the numbers of the tickets held by 
people in England which up to yesterflay 
were believed to have won prizes in the 
Calcutta sweepstake was still unsolved. In 
response to an urgent inquiry, Reuter’s 
Agency received a further cable confirming 
the numbers given in their list cabled after 
the race, while, on the other hand, Mrs. 
J. Lock, wife of one of those sharing a 
supposed winning ticket at Barnstaple, 
received a telegram late in the afternoon 
from a Lloyds Bank manager stating that 
the number of that ticket was correct. 

A comparison between a list received by 
Lloyds Bank, London, of results in the 
Calcutta Turf Club draw and the list as 
cabled by Reuter’s from Calcutta after the 
race shows a difference in eight cases. 
Thus in the case of Blenheim the bank 
numbers are RR 2859 and GP 8885, while 
the cabled numbers are SS 768, IZ 4569, 
C 2876.. The other cases in which there 
are differences are Noble Star, Ravens- 
wood, Casserole, Silver Gift, Lovelace, 
West-’Nor-West and Young Buck. 

THE BARNSTAPLE TICKET.

Minister quoted the following extract 
from the Blue Book, to explain Sir 
Henry’s views of Monsignor Robinson's

‘‘ Monsignor Robinson returned in due 
course to Rome, and made a report to the 
Vatican on his mission, and there is 
reason to believe that the report was of 
a moderate character, and contained the 
outlines of a reasonable statement.” 

Sir Augustus expressed the opinion that 
this statement was important, in view of 
the attitude taken up throughout by the 
ecclesiastical authorities in maintaining 
that their action was in conformity with 
the report of Monsignor Robinson, if not 
actually dictated by him. It was further 
significant, he said, that the Vatican, 
as was clear from the Blue Book, had 
never kept the promise which was made 
to Mr. (now Sir) Henry Chilton to give 
him a copy of that report, the contents 
of which were still unknown. 


THE VATICAN CLAIM. 


In further conversation Sir Augustus 
Bartolo pointed out that a very important 
aspect of the present dispute did not 
appear in the Blue Book—namely, the 
claim of the Vatican, through the Bishop 
of Malta, to the so-called Privilegium 
Fori—that is, the immunity of ecclesiastics 
from jurisdiction of the Law Courts in 
all matters. The question arose last 
summer when Sir Augustus was acting 
Prime Minister for Lord Strickland, and 
was dealt with in a separate White Paper 
issued by the Malta Government. 

Sir Augustus said—‘‘I do not know 
why it has been omitted from the Blue 
Book, but it has the most important 
bearing on the whole issue. The claim 
was raised in connection with the prosecu- 
tion of Father Carta for transgresing the 
postal laws. A long correspondence 
ensued, in the course of which 1 pointed 
out that the privilege claimed by the 
Vatican had been abolished a century 
ago by a law which was subsequently 
acquiesced in by the Holy See, and has 
been in force ever since, The alleged 
privilege is not admitted in any part of 
the world, Catholic or non-Catholic, and, 
least of all, in British territory.”’ 


CANON LAW EXCEPTION. 


Sir Augustus further maintained that 
the Canon Law itself made exceptions in 
certain cases, among which that of Malta 
was included. 

He concluded: ‘‘In these circumstances

BACK TO THE FOLD. 

They all came back to the fold, however, 
when Deputy O'Connell rai.cd the ques- 
tion of football. He wanted the amuse- 
ment tax removed from Rugby and 
Association matches so that they might be 
on a par with the Gaelic variety, which 
alone enjoys exemption at present. 

Deputy Esmonde concurred. In other 
countries football was the bond that united 
all classes, but in the Free State ‘‘ foot- 
ball is the loudest saxophone in the jazz 
band of national discord.”’

“ Rugger’’ and ‘‘ Soccer ” were great big 
strong fellows, well able to look after 
themselves, but poor little Gaelic was a 
delicate child, and must be given special 
treatment. 

Mr. McEntee objected to professionalism 
in the Association game, and the 
‘“‘ political associations’’ of the Rugby 
code. The one pure, untainted, genuine 
article was Gaelic football, and as such it 
should have preference. 

“We are very nervous about nationality 
in this country,” said Dr, Hennessy. 
There was nothing characteristically Irish 
about Gaelic football, as there was about 
hurley. ‘‘ How do you know ?’’ interrupted 
Deputy Moore. ‘‘ Because I’ve played 
them all,’’ replied Dr, Hennessy cheer- 
fully.

TRIBESMEN IN RETREAT. 

The latest intelligence is that the tribes- 
men are on the run everywhere. They are 
scattering into small groups and taking 
refuge in the villages, making the task of 
rounding them up, and finally throwing 
them back across the border, by no means 
easy. There has been firing on both sides, 
but so far there is no indication of the 
casualties. 

It is, however, definitely stated that no 
British officers or men are on the list. 


THE MILITARY SITUATION. 

The military situation to-day me- be 
summed up as follows. Peshawar is the 
apex of a triangle, with the roads leading 
to Bara fort and Kohat respectively as 
the two sides. Four miles along the Bara 
road—that is to say, about half-way to * 
fort—the 2nd Battalion the Border Regi- 
ment and the 2nd/5th Gurkhas, with a 
battery of 18-pounders, moved into posi- 
tion. 

The corresponding point on the Kohat 
road was held by a battalion of sikhs. 
Cavalry, including. guides, were far out 
beyond this line, but slowly converging, 
driving the Afridis into the sector along 
the rough line of the Bara River, the bed 
of which in many places is almost dry. 


A DIFFICULT TASK. 

The actual number of tribesmen in this 
triangle is uncertain, the estimates vary- 
ing with almost every report sent in. The 
last figure I saw was 14,000, but this 
seems a somewhat generous guess. The 
Afridis must realise the hopelessness of 
their effort, but they are fighting with 
the traditional fierceness of the frontier, 
and every aeroplane which went out 
bombing this morning had to run a 
gauntlet of snipers as soon as it came 
low. 

The task of the troops in combing out 
the villages is difficult, as immediately 
they approach the Afridis hide their arms 
and mingle with innocent villagers. 
Intense heat is adding to the troubles of 
the British soldiers.

ANXIETY AHEAD, 


Another time of anxiety looms only a 
short way ahead. The alteration of hours 
of work to be made by the bill is only 
temporary. After ight mor hs of work- 
ing a seven-and-a-half-hour day, the in- 
dustry will be obliged, as the law “now 
stands, to revert to a seven-hour day. If 
it be difficult and costly to reduce 
working time by the first half hour, it will 
be still more difficult and costly to make 
the second reduction, and unless there is 
to be a simultaneous reduction of hours in 
the coalfields of other countries, the 
British industry will be placed at a 
serious disadvantage. Nor would an 
international arrangement on hours alone 
—which is the most that can be expected— 
equalise matters, inasmuch as the higher 
level of wages in this country makes a 
reduction of working time more expensive. 

It is, therefore, a reasonable and, in- 
deed, a minimum requirement, that any 
further reduction of hours in British mines 
should be contingent upon a reduction to 
a similar extent in the Continental coal- 
fields. International arrangements must 
work equitably. Much consideration 
has been given this year to the 
possibility of framing an international 
convention on the hours of work in mines, 
and next week the International Labour 
Conference will have before it a draft 
convention as a basis for discussion. 

A necessary. condition of this country’s 
ratification of such a convention must be 
a recognition of the British method of 
calculating hours of work. There are 
different methods elsewhere, adapted to 
different conditions. Here the results 
desired are limitation of the hours of work 
and uniformity of working time in all 
mines. Our law, therefore, lays down the 
interval that may elapse between the time 
when the iast man enters the mine and 
the first man returns to the surface. The 
allowance of time for the lowering and 
raising of the shift is separately deter- 
mined for each mine. British practice is 
not a concession to inefficiency, but a 
method—and the only possible method—of 
ensuring the same working time in all 
mines. It could not be abolished witout 
doing immense incury and injustice to 
British interests.

Maidment, was tuning up the engines of 
a famous machine prior to the start of a 
great adventure; for, from the point of 
view of practical trans-Atlantic aviation, 
the proposed flight of the ‘‘ Southern 
Cross ’’ is fraught with greater possibili- 
ties than any that have gone before her. 
She has all the necessary equipment that 
experts have declared essential for a trans- 
Atlantic flight. 

She is a tri-engined monoplane of great 
wing span and proved worth, and she 
carries a wireless set that can both receive 
and transmit. In addition, for the first 
time in the history of trans-Atlantic avia- 
tion, she carries a navigator. 

INSIDE THE CABIN, 

Those who were permitted to inspect 
the inside of the cabin of the “ Southern 
Cross*’ received a pleasant surprise by 
reason of its airiness and roominess. It 
is sufficiently large for the occupants to 
move about and stand up with ease. It 
has two large windows on either side of 
the fuselage, with a big square window 
overhead to enable the navigator to take 
his bearings at night by the stars. On 
the left side of the cabin is the wireless 
set, slung on a series of elastic shelves 
which take away the tremendous 
vibration occasioned by the ‘plane in 
flight. Facing forward, and resting 
against the back of the main fuselage 
petrol tank, is the chart table of the 
navigator, while over it is the instrument 
board. ‘ 

The huge fuselage petrol tank, which 
has a capacity of 400 gallons, completely 
cuts off the cabin from the pilots’ cockpit, 
and the only means of communication is 
by Morse keynote or by a system of light 
signals. 

In the cabin, which is floored with a 
little brown carpet, are the two wicker 
chairs, with their air cushion seats for the 
convenience of the navigator and wireless 
operator. 

The pilot’s cockpit is itself a roomy 
affair with dual controls and an intricate 
set of instruments on the board. 

Owing to the fact that a slight defect 
was discovered in the wireless trans- 
mission on the flight from Croydon 
to Baldonnel, wireless mechanics were 
busy all day yesterday generally tuning 
up the instruments.

Tha General Assembly of the Irish 
Presbyterian Church met in private yesterday 
morning in Belfast. The session cuntinued 
until 2 o’clock, when the Assembly considere:! 
a memorial from the Belfast Presbytery re- 
garding a difficulty which has arisen in 
regard to the Second Islandmagee congregs- 
tion. 

The Rev. John Waddell, M.A., reviewed 
the history of Second Islandmagee Church, 
and criticised the action of the Rev. S, Hanna 
in supplying the ordnances of the congrega- 
tion of Chester Avenue Church, Whitehead, 
without consulting the senior minister of 
Second Islandmagee and the Moderator of the’ 
Presbytery. He moved the following resolu- | 
tion :— : 

“That the prayer of the memorialists be 
granted, and a committee appointed in ac- 
cordance therewith, and that, pending the 
report of the committee, ministers be in: 
structed as loyal members of the Assembly 
not to undertake the conduct of stated Ser- 
vices, or the administration of the Sacrament 
outside the boundary of their own parish 
without the invitation of the minister of such 
congregation, or in the case of the v-.inister's 
absence, or of a vacancy in the congregation, 
without a request from the Kirk Session.” 

After a prolonged discussion, the resolution 
was adopted. 


MISSION REPORTS. 

The Missions report was submitted by the 
Rev. R. H. Boyd, who expressed pleasure at 
an increase of £507 contributed by congre- 
gations to missions during the past vear; 
while the amount received from donations 
and bequests was equal to that of recent 
Years. 

An address was given by the Rev. Cheng 
Ching-Yi, D.D., a Chinese Christian, who 
conveyed greetings from the National 
Christian Council of China and the Church 
of Christ of China. He said that it was ex- 
ceedingly difficult for anyone to speak about 
China at the present time. The situation was 
even confusing to many in China. There 
was, however, a great deal of progress. China 
was a very old and Conservative country, 
but it could be said with equal truth that it 
was remarkably up to date. Modern colleges 
and universities were springing up, and many 
Chinese customs were cúng agu While there 
were still persecutions, he was glad to say 
that the young Churches in China were be- 
ginning to recover from the effects of these 
movements. 

The Moderator, thanking Dr. Cheng Ching- 
Yi for his address, said that it was the first 
time a Moderator of the Presbyterian Church 
welcomed a Moderator from the © United 
Church of China, 


MISSION TO INDIA. 

Rev. James Rogers, B.D., India, said that 
the latest: news received from India was com- 
pletely reassuring, that though the turmoil 
and unrest existed they were passing. It 
stood to the credit of Mr. Gandhi at this 
time that race hatred and religious persecu- 
lion were almost entirely absent.

ASSEMBLY NOTES.

ATHLONE AND DUBLIN TO 
UNITE. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland met yesterday morning in 
private, in Belfast, to consider the question 
of appointing a superintendent of the Trish 
Mission. The whole matter was referred 
back to the Committee in Charge, after a 
lengthened debate, with the instruction to 

make the appoirtment at an early date. 

This question disposed of, the Assembly 
met in public. 

Memorials from the Presbyteriex of Athlone 
and Dublin ask>1 that they should be formed 
into one Presbytery. The prayer of the 
memorials was granted, the union to take 
efiect from Ist October next. 

The Rev. W. H. Hamilton, M:A., of Edin- 
burgh, Seeretary of the General Presbyterian 
Alliance, addressed the House and reported 
anent the thirteenth General Council held at 
Boston, U.S.A last year. He intimated that 
the Council had accepted the invitation of 
the Irish Presbyterian Church to hold the 
fourteenth Council in Belfast in 1955. The 
suggestion deriving from the sister Church of 
Jugo-Slavia that the last Sunday in October 
should be regarded as “ Reformation Davy, 
as is done by the Church on the Continent of 
Europe, was cordially adopted. 

Mr. Hamilton reported that the great 
Reformed Church cf the Netherlands and the 
Evangelical Reformed Church of Hanover 
have been affiliated to the General Presby- 
terian Alliance. 

The Rev. John MacMillan, D.D. one of 
the grand old men of the Assembly, reported 
on the Students’ Bursary Fund, of which he 
is the founder. By the operations of this 
fund a number of young men have been 
assisted in preparing for the ministry. To an 
increasing extent this valwable fund is gain- 
ing upon the sympathies of the benevolent 
public. 

The Assembly adjourned at half-past three, 
when a good many members attended a com- 
plimentary dinner to the Rev. Dr. MacMillan, 
who this year retires from the active duties 
of the ministry. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

The annual meeting of the Women’s Asso- 
ciation for Foreign Missions and Reunion of 
Delegates was held in the.afternoon in the 
Grovesnor Hall. Among those who took part 
were:—Mrs, R H. Boyd, Belfast; Mrs. Lyle, 
Greystones; Mrs. F. W. Watson, Belfast; 
Mrs. Morrow, Belfast; Mrs. Hamilton, Bally- 
money; Mrs. Robertson, Fisherwick, and 
Miss 8. G. Park. An address was given by 
the Rev. C. Y. Cheng, D.D., Moderator of 
the Church of Christ in China, a Chinese 
gentleman of remarkable gifts, who has been 
described as the leader of the Christian 
Charch in China, and who is Chairman of the 
Council of Federated Christian Churches in 
that country. 

Dr. Cheng also addressed the great public 
foreign mission meeting in the Assembly 
Hall in the evening, Which was also addressed 
by the Rev. James Rogers (India), Mr. W.

This was the first time that a statement had 
been made in the House that was an an- 
nouncement of a party policy.

DANGEROUS POLITICS. 

“ That is a pretty big statement to make 
on the part of what i call the Opposition in 
the Irish Free State,” said Mr. Jameson. 
“ We have had it stated again and again 
that they mean to repudiate the payment f 
land annuities. Are they on the top of that 
going to destroy the present system of bank- 
ing in Ireland; are they going to dictate the 
rate at which bankers are to lend their 
money?’ me 

Proceeding, he asked had the. Opposition 
considered that the rate the banks paid on 
deposits depended on the rate they earned 
by their loans. Senator Connolly must have 
had the consent of his party when he said 
these things. He (Mr, Jameson) never re- 
ferred to politics in the House, but this was 
pure politics and politics of a most dangerous 
nature. 


INVITING TROUBLE. 

“Tí a party is going to get into power ” 
continued Mr. Jameson, “and what they are 
going to do means @estruction of our present 
system of hanking, then we are going to face 
a really. serious and difficult problem. 1} «o 
not mind the Senator attacking the bankers 
—I think he was pleading a special case, and 
I do not mind how far he goes to prove nis 
case—but he makes a proposal which, if ibe 
Senate agreed te it, would mean that they 
were endorsing the policy of a party coming 
in to destroy our banking system and get the 
Executive Council to settle the rate «f 
interest the banks would charge and, perhaps, 
compel them at the same time to give a 
certain deposit rate.” Ba

that a party was to take up any such policy 
without taking notice of the matter | 

Mr. COUNIHAN said that though he dí; 
not agree with the motion he was not satisued 
that the egricultural industry was getting a 
fair deal from the banks. During the years 
of depression since the war the banks had 
done nothing ‘v ease the lot of the farmers. 
He would hike to see some stability in the 
rate. There was no reason why banks could 
not strike out na policy of their own and act 
have to follow the rise and fall of banks in 
England. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that the resolution 
was revolutionary in its imtention, Jt )n- 
volved the proposer in a discussion pointing 
to the fact that they could not regulate 
interest without regulating the whole banking 
policy. Jt was absurd to suggest the regula- 
tion by the State of such commercial traus- 
actions. 

RATES OF INTEREST. 

The rates of interest mentioned by Senator 
Connolly were for the more speculative ad- 
vances, which would not continue unless 
interest was added for the risk involved. 
The rates of the Agricultural Credit Corpora- 
tion were economic. That Corporation was 
working on the closest margin, and it was 
charging six per cent. He admitted that this 
was for long term loans, but the loans given 
by the banks to the farming community were 
in effect long terin loans also, owing to the 
indulgence of the banks. Senator Counihan 
was rather harsh in saying that the banks 
were not considerate. ‘These loans went on 
from year to year, and the reductions in the 
principal were very small. If the general 
investing public were dissatisfied with the 
bankihg system, there was nothing to prevent 
them from starting a bank of their own. He 
was sure there were many of Senator 
Connolly's friends who could start a bank. 
Let them come alung and give high ceposit 
rates and low advance rates, and give money 
to factories on the security of the factories 
alone. There is nothing to prevent them 
from doing that, but he would advise caution. 
He asked Senator Connolly to say what 
he meant by ‘“‘currency changes.” If the 
Senator was going to depart from the gold 
standard, let him say so. If not, he 
would have to keep four or five millions 
worth of gold idle in the vaults of the 
banks. They would have.a situation. like 
that in Australia to-day, where high wages 
were chasing a high cost of living, and they 
were unable to meet their balance of trade 
by exports, and were drawing heavily on 
their reserves against unfavourable ex- 
changes. 

Thet was the only sane alternative to the 
present system in the Free State. Ihe 
Senator had advanced no evidence whatever 
to support his charges against the banks. or 
in support of the charges which he asked 
the Senate to endorse. 


GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE. 


Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Loca! 
Government, on behalf of the Minister for 
Finance, who was engaged in the Dail, said 
that the magic Senator Connolly applied to 
the. situation was very simple—the Executive 
Council was to control ‘rates and forthwith 
everything was made right. If the Senator 
or the Senate thought that there was any- 
thing wrong with the banking situation then 
they ought to take the matter up, and rot 
simply pass it on to some other people to 
think it out. The Senator would find some 
difficulty in explaining that to-day the Irish 
hanks charged two and a half per cent. 
above the English Bank: rate, The Senato: 
ought to tell them in what respect the pre- 
sent bank rate. was excesive. 

At present the Bank of England rate was 
three per cent. The Irish banks charged 
four per cent on loans granted on certain 
types of securities; three per cent. on loans 
with cerfain British (Government, and simila: 
securities. and three and a half per cent. on 
certain olasses of fine trade loans. Qn other 
balances and overdrawn accounts not in- 
cluded in the foregoing categories the rate 
was five and a half per cent. 

The Senator ought to tell them what rates 
he thought should be paid on deposits and 
what rates should be charged on deposit:. 
So far as could be seen there were nz 
grounds for discussing the matter at all, 
apart altogether from asking the Executive 
vouncil to step in and contro! matters, |! 
there was a strangle-hold on Irish industry 
as a result of the present bank rates, those 
interested in Irish industries might exercise 
themselves in starting a bank that would 
break that strangle-hold 


STATE CONTROL NOT A GAIN. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that whatever might 
be said for the formation of a central bank, 
he was satisfied that it would not be a gain 
to the State or to the individual, if they were 
to have the ordinarv commerciai banks carried 
on under State control and State auspices. 

Mr. JOHNSON said he did not see how 
the Executive Council could contro) rates 
under the present banking system. On the 
other hand, he was not satisfied with the 
defence of the banks that had been made 
by Senator Jameson and ‘his colleagues, They 
were told that it was the. business,of the 
banks to look after the interests of their 
shareholders, but this was a matter that was

THE GOVERNMENT'S 
AIMS. 


MR. HOGAN AND 
FLANNA FALL. 


From Ovr Own Reporrer. 
MULLINGAR, VUhursday. 

Speaking to-day at a well-attended confer- 
ence of Westmeatli farmers, presided over by 
Mr, W. J. Finnerty, County Councillor, at 
Mullingar, Mr, Patrick Hogan, Free Stat» 
Minister for Agriculiure, said that agriculture 
was passing through a very bad time, but 
times were Had in every country in Europe. 
He thought that there was no future for 
farming except on the old lines; and he was 
for developing along: the old lines, | The 
policy of their fathers, which was right, was 
in produce bacon, beef, butter, mrtuton, and 
eggs, They knew their business, and they 
preduced these things because there was a 
market for them, made most money ‘out of 
them, or at least lost less. 

He knew the difficulty 
wet climate with heavy land, He did 
not _—_— believe that there was = any 
future for wheat or oat growing except 
to feed their own stock, and he believed that 
any subsidies would have to be extremely big, 
and, big or small, would come cut of the 
farmers’ pockets He did not believe that 
farmers would grow wheat for 35s. or 40s, 
a barrel. They would have ‘to find the differ: 
ence between. the present price of 22s. or 23s. 
to bring the price up to 45s., and the sub- 
sidy and the cost of administration must be 
found out of taxation, 


GOVERNMENT'S AIMS. 

Fhe improvement of -live-stock and agricul- 
tural produce and the reduction of overhead 
expenses were the things that had been aimed 
at by the Government, and the proper thing 
to do was to continue on these lines, They 
could have no other policy except to improve 
the quality of their produce. The State could 
do a limited amount with regard to im. 
proving quality; but a lot in reducing over- 
head charges in the shape of rates and taxes. 

“ Farming,”’ said Mr. Hogan, '' consists 
not in making money, but in saving it. Even 
in goud times there is not a fortune to be 
made out of farming, as in business, and, 
therefore. everything must be run economl. 
cully.’’ The Minister went on to say 
that the Government had done everything 
it could to improve live stock and agricultural 
produce, and they were now working wit.) 1e- 
gard to dead meat. Notwithstanding that 
they had improved live stock and live stock 
produce, and were responsible for a trade 
worth thirty million pounds a year, they ad- 
ministered all their schemes at a cost of 
twenty thousand a year, 

Dealing with the question of rates and taxes 
Mr. Hogan said that this country was too 
small for two Governments, with their extra 
overhead expenses; but. they had got to make 
the best of that position. 


REDUCED TAXATION. 
They were faced at the beginning with 
the .cost of transition, and the civil war 


of tillage in a 


which followed, with its direct damage of 


thirty millions, and indirect losses. In spite 
of all that, they had reduced taxation from 
thirty millions to twenty millions, and their 
taxation to-day was lower than if they were 
connected with England. They had been 
able to. borrew because they paid their debts, 
and, so far as the rates were concerned, 
they had given relief by doubling the agricul- 
tural grant. He was not in a position to 
make a definite statement about de-rating, 
and could not do so until the De-rating Com- 
mission had reported. 

“So far as we can, we will cut down 
rates,’ said Mr. Hogan. ‘ That is the logical 
development of our policy.” De-rating, he 
added, would cost two millions, and that sum 
would have to be found somewhere. There 
was no use in taking it off the rates and 
putting it on tea and sugar. 


THE LAND ANNUITIES. 

Referring to Fianna Fail's intention regard 
ing the land annuities, Mr. Hogan said that 
failure to pay the land annuities would bran’ 
the country as a bankrupt and vlackguard 
State, and taxation costs would increase. 
Fianna Fail stood for tariffs. and his repiv 
was that every tariff, with few exceptions, 
put a tax on the farmers. 

‘Tf Fianna Fail gets into power,’’ he said, 
“I will say that after four months they will 
be the most unpopular Government that ever 
cursed the country, not excepting the British, 
They cannot carry out their policy, and thev 
will have one thing to do, and that is break 
the Treaty and save their faces in the er 
suing confusion. We do not want 19 remain 
in office one hour after the right of the 
majority to rule is admitted. Fianna Fa?! 
are still denying the right.”

holders should be subordinate to the interests 
of the community. 

Mr. GUINNESS said that there was no 
country in the whole world, except, possibly, 
Russia, where the banks were controlled by 
the State, and they would be ostracising 
themselves here if they were to adopt State 
control. 


OPPOSITION REPLY, 


Mr, CONNOLLY stated in his reply that 
in spite of all that had been said he still re- 
mained where he was, convinced that the 
existing systeme—the method of charging in- 
terest, allowance on deposits, difference in 
margins—all required investigation. He had 
no delusions as regards what prevailed in the 
Kinglish banking system, nor, for that matter, 
in any banking system throughout the world. 
Mr. Jameson had complained about the state- 
ment which he (Mr. Connolly) had made that 
the bankers had a stranglehold on industry. 
If he read and analvsed the various economic 
reports and how they affected industry, he 
would agree that there was a grave cause for 
suspicion, and that the banking system, how- 
ever honestly administered, was, as a matter 
of practical politics, not doing its job in 
agriculture or industry or in the ordinary 
things that matter to the people. 


PRESENT SYSTEM WRONG. 

Senator Jameson had attempted to cloak 
over everything in the way of economic evil 
by reference to the Banking Commission. 
There was nothing in the report of the Com- 
mission that got at the root of the problems 
of the country. Were they content to go on 
indefinitely following out the existing system 
of banking and currency when they saw all 
over the world the collapse of the economic 
life, due to the.manipulation of that machine? 

He (Mr. CONNOLLY) claimed that the 
system was wrong and was under stress. and 
failed to function properly for the economic 
needs, He wanted to know what was to 
credit on current accounts in the Free State ; 
what was to credit on deposit; what amount 
is on overdraft for agriculture and for com- 
mercial and manufacturing purposes; what 
overdrafts were granted for investment. in 
foreign securities, and those granted for in. 
vestment in national securities. No man 
could make a true economic analysis from 
the returns furnished by the banks. Whether 
that was deliberate or not he did not know, 


FIANNA FAIL POLICY. 

He added that the policy of Fianna Fail 
was to interfere ind set the economic 
machinery in this country right. He argued 
that they could not do this without first start- 
ing at the root, which in his opinion was the 
hanking business. There was great objection 
to the State controlling the banking business, 
but what was happening here was that, in- 
stead of the State controlling the banks, the 
banks were controlling the State. |

“ AN INSULT.”

We had a Minister of 
Unemployment out of work because he could 
not find work, but he has found another job 
for himself.

MINISTER'S STATEMENT.’ 

The Minister of Finance (Mr. Pollock) said 
that if Mr. Grant was sure of his facts he was 
justified in calling attention to the matter. 
Neither he nor his Ministry had any know- 
ledge of any such arrival of chairs, and even 
if they were aware of it they had no respon- 
s:bility in the matter. Investigations would 
be made, and if the facts were as stated re- 
presentations would be made. I¢ would be 
“over two years before the necessity would 
arise for the chairs, and it was hardly likely 
that a British Department was in agy hurry 
to provide the material to which Mr. Grant 
referred. 

Mr. Grant said that he had no personal 
knowledge of the arrival of the chairs, but it 
was stated at the Belfast Corporation meet. 
ing that 500 cane chairs had arrived from 
Hamburg for the Northern Parliament House,

A PROTEST. 

Viscount Charlemont moved a _ resolution 
to suspend standing orders, in order to take 
the remaining stages of the National Health 
Insurance Bill. 

Mr. Leslie protested against the rushing 
of legislation, and said that some considera- 
tion should be shown to members of the 
House 

Mr, Long also complained of the unseemly 
haste with which this bill was rushed 
through the House. 

Mr. Campbell remarked that he had only 
received that morning the order paper ‘tor 
the previous day, and he had only received 
that day’s order paper since he came into 
the House. 

Viscount Chailemont said that short of 
an air mail service he knew of no means by 
which members could receive the order 
papers earlier. 

[he resolution was passed. 

HACKNEY MOTORS OVER THE BORDER. 

Major Dobbs asked Viscount Charlemont, 
Leader of the House, if he was aware that 
hackney motor carriages were only allowed 
the privilege of temporary importation into 
the Irish Free State for a stay of 48 hours, 
and then only between Ist June” and 2nd 
October of each year, and whether he would 
make representations to the Imperial Parlia- 
ment with a view to obtaining from the Irish 
Free State greater concessions for these 
vehicles. 

Viscount Charlemont replied that he could 
assure Major Dobbs that the matter was not 
being lost sight of, but he was not in a posi- 
tion to make any statement on the matter. 

HEALTH INSURANCE BILL. 

On the Report stage of the National 
Health Insurance Bill, 

Mr. Leslie moved an amendment to 
enable an insured person at any time, by 
declaration in a prescribed form, to be excluded 
from medical benefit, and in respect of such 
person so electing, the provisions of the Act 
would be deemed to be modified accordingly. 

Mr. Andrews, Minister for Labour. said 
that the amendment was unworkable, and 
would increase enormously the administrative 
costs of the bill, 

The amendment was withdrawn, and the 
report stage was passed. 

The bill was read a third time and passed. 

FARMERS’ GRIEVANCES. 

Mr. McAllister (Nationalist) moved a re- 
solution regretting the frustration of the in- 
tentions of Parliament expressed in the 
Exchequer and Financial Provisions Act, 
Northern Ireland, 1929, and believing the 
same to be due to the cumbersome, costly and 
humiliating regulations issued under the Act, 
and the unsatisfactory administration of the 
Act. 

Mr. McAllister said that this motion was 
intended to ventilate grievances of the farmers 
of the Six Counties in respect of the granting 
of loans for erecting office works, houses, 
making drains, etc., on their farms. Several 
Acts had been passed for that purpose, but 
regulations under the Acts had heen so framed 
as to discourage tarmers from taking advan- 
*tage of the facilities. 

Mr, Hill Dickson remarked that when the 
Administration was centred in Dublin they 
used te complain of the delay. but now they 
seemed to be worse. The Act was useless 
in its present condition, 

MINISTRIES NOT AT FAULT. 

Viscount Charlemont, replviog, said that 
the Ministries of Finance and Agriculture 
were not at fault. Members were confusing 
two Acts—-the Land Improvement Act and 
the Exchequer and Financial Provisions Act. 

The motion was rejected, and the House 
adjourned till tiie 17th, June.

ADDRESSES AT ANNUAL 
DINNER. 
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The annual dinner of the members of 
the Royal Collegeof Veterinary rg te 
and their guests was held in the Royal 
College «af Surgeons, Dublin, last night. the 
President, Professor J. F. Craig, presiding. 

The President, proposing the toast of ' I'he 
Governor-General..and the Prosperity of Ire- 
land,’’ welcomed the Governor-General. 

They new, he said, of the great interest 
which His: BaeeYency took ‘in. the various 
movements ies made Ri the i health, 

rosperjty and happiness of the people. 

. peTHE Go RNOR-GENERA : 

The Governor-General, Feeponaing said 
that he realised. the importance to Saorstat 
Fireann of the duties which members of the 
veterinary profession discharged. ‘“ The 
need,” he said, “for maintaining a high 
standard of veterinary knowledge and 
veterinary practive.is publicly recognised by 
the State endowment of. a, laboratory o 
vaterinary research, and by the employment 
both by the State and by local bodies of 
| veterinary surgeons to ward off or stamp out 
animal diseases 

“If intelligent precautions are adopted, 
our island position is a-substantial advantage, 
but it can never relieve us from the duty 
of providing the veterinary organisation ond 
equipment needful to enable us to deal 
effec ively with animal diseases. Apart from 
the growing pationa] asset of upwards of 
twenty millions of poultry, we have a total 
of about nine millions of animals. The 
annual value of our exports, only exports, 
of live stock and live stock products is 
estimated to be about 34 millions sterling. 
The health of our stocks for internal pur- 
poses and the maintenance of our overseas 
market depend largely on the knowledge, the 
alertness and the probity of your profession. 
We have in recent times of stress found you 
trustworthy, and I am sure that you will 
hand on your traditions of faithful zeal to 
your successors. 

"“ H it is troublesome to shippers to have 
inspections before shipping, the precaution not 
only protects our export trade and our re- 
putation, but is a further security betn uo 
your profession and to farmers’ organisations 
that contagious diseases must be speedily de- 
tected. Your skill finds its necessary support 
in the intelligent and active co-operation of 
the agricultural classes. 

ANIMAL BREEDING. 

“I have laid stress mainly on the hel 
given by your members in preventing an 
curing animal diseases, but I do not therefore 
ignore the value of your knowledge as regards 
animal breeding. 

“ Whatever happens in the remote future, 
for the present it is clear that a group of 
great national industries needs all. the help 
that the skill and character of your profession 
can supply. I hope your College will always 
as now be found waiting in front of popular 
knowledge, because we shall go back and not 
forward when systematised study cannot direct 
practical effort.”

) responding, said the 
relations between veterinary surgeons and 
medicine were close and important. This 
was particularly true. in the values of te- 
search into the problems of diseases.

surgery that they might hope for great ad- 
vances to be made in the future, both in 
discovering the causes of disease which are 
yet obscure, and in passing to the further 
and more practically important stage of 
curing them. 
CLEAN BILL OF HEALTH. 

Mr. P. J. Howard, who proposed the 
toast, “ Agriculture,” said that they, as 
veterinary surgeons, had a particular interest 
in the live stock industry of the country, 
and it was certainly due to the veterinary 
surgeon that Irish live stock had the cleanest 
bill of health of any country in the world, 

Professor' J. P, Drew, responding, said that 
the present agricultural depression was not 
confined to this eountry, but was more or 
less world-wide. The main cause of the depres- 
sion was high production costs. without an 
adequate return The position appeared to be 
more grievous to the farmer on account of his 
demanding, like other members of society, a 
higher standard of living. If they took a 
sufficiently long view there were good reasons 
fom believing that agricultural conditions 
would improve. 

The whole rural population of this country 
wes anxiously watching he results of what 
alfhost would appear to be a bold experiment 
started last year in the combined marketin 
of their butter The collective marketing of 
dairy produce had been a wonderful success 
in competing countries, and its failure here 
would very seriously affect the future of agri- 
cultural development in this country. 

Surgeon Hayden said that the College of 
Veterinary Surgeons had done great: work in 
the past, and it hoped to he able to do even 
greater work in the future. 

Professor J. J. O'Connor proposed the toast 
of the guests, and this was responded to by 
Commissioner-General E. O’Duffy and Mr. 
Cussen, Senior District Justice.

MILLING POSITION IN IRELAND. 
_ Irish guardianship and control of Irish 
interests is now admittedly an accomplished 
fact. But when it was not an accomplished 
fact, when it was an aspiration and a hope, 
no apprehension was felt that the accomplish- 
ment of-it would be accompanied by a decline 
of any Irish industry, much less by its ex- 
tinction. The milling position appears to be 
this at the present moment : The Trish millers 
are warned that if they do not combine with 
the British millers to save themselves they 
will be dumped out of existence. On the 
other hand, they are cautioned that, if they 
do combine with the British millers even to 
save themselves, there will be a rod in pickle 
for them at home. And it certainly is not a 
happy situation for the Irish miller. 

IGH COST OF MAINTENANCE.

And I 
must allow that there will be reason for dis- 
appointment and some cause for dissatisfac- 
tion unless this very burdensome and perilous 
charge is substantially reduced in the present

THE YOUNG STOCK. | 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :'— 
From this on until the young birds are all 
reared’ we will have a busy time. The 
oldest lots—those hatched -out from 
January to March—should not give much 
trouble on free range. In the fields and 
among the hedges and bushes they will 
find abundance of the best food, and 
unless they are being reared for table 
they will require very little hand-feeding. 
Of course, the birds for killing should 
not be allowed full liberty, but they will 
put on more flesh if they grow good 
frames, and. for this they must have a 
certain amount of exercise; so it is a 
mistake to confine them altogether until 
they are taken in to fatten. ‘The pullets 
should be separated from the cockerels 
and treated well. Although with their 
liberty they will obtain a good deal of 
food, they must not be neglected in this 
respect. From the time they are three 
months old till they commence to lay they 
should have three meals a day. A certain 
amount of sorting according to age is 
necessary, as the younger birds require 
more food and feeding oftener.
